Warrant for Town Meeting 


STATE OF NEW HAMPSHIRE 


To the inhabitants of the town of Canaan, qualified 
to vote in town affairs: 

You are hereby notified to saa at the town hOuse, 
in said town, on the second Tuesday of March next, at ten 
o’clock in the forenoon, to act upon the following subjects: 

Article 1. To choose by ballot and major vote a 
_ town clerk, three selectmen, treasurer, overseer of the poor, 
one library trustee for three years and one trustee of trust 
funds, for three years. 

Art. 2. To choose by ballot and major vote one or 
more, not exceeding three, highway agents. 

Art. 3. T6 choose by major vote one or more col- 
lectors of taxes, surveyors of lumber, fence viewers, sealer 
of weights and measures, measurers of wood and bark, 
weighers of hay and straw, cemetery agents and such 
other officers and agents at the town may judge necessary 
to be chosen. 

Art. 4. To raise such sums of money as may be 
necessary for the maintenance of the poor and other town 
charges. 

Art. 5. To see how much money the town will 
vote to raise for the repair of hig hways for the year ensu- 
ing. 

Art. 6. To see if the town will vote to apply for 
state aid, under the laws of 1905, for the repair of high- 
ways. 

Art. 7. To see if the town will vote to establish a 
liquor agency in said town. 

Art. 8. To seeif the town will vote to raise the sum: 
of one hundred dollars, in addition to the sum required to 
be raised by law for the town library. 

Art. 9. To see if the town will vote to raise the 
sum of one hundred dollars, to be used for the celebration 
of Old Home day. 

Art. 10. To see if the town will vote to raise the 
sum of five hundred dollars, to be applied on the note 
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given by the town for the payment of trust funds, which 
had been used by the town. 

Art. 11. To see if the town will vote to raise the 
sum of six hundred and forty dollars, required by the state, 
to be raised for the maintenance of existing state high- 
ways in town. 

Art. 12. To see if the town will vote to raise the 
sum of five hundred dollars, to repair concrete walks in 
Canaan Village. 

Art. 138. To see if the town will vote to give a dis- 
count on taxes paid on or before July 1. 

Art. 14. To seeif the town will vote to accept 
the sum of two hundred dollars from Paul H. Hutchin- 
son as a cemetery trust fund, the income to be expended 
for the care and maintenance of the lot now owned by 
Herbert B. and Etta P. Wooster in Wells cemetery. _ 

Art. 15. To see if the town will vote to accept, 
from the will of Alvin Davis, the sum of two hundred 
dollars, the income to be expended in the care and main- 
tenance of the Alvin Davis lot in Wells cemetery. 

Art. 16. To see if the town will vote to accept 
the sum of one hundred dollars from Mrs. Edwin 
Klint, to be known as the Edwin Flint cemetery fund, the 
income to be expended in the care and maintenance of the 
Edwin Flint lot in Wells cemetery. 

Art. 17. To see if the town will vote to assume the 
care and maintenance of a clock on the Methodist church 
in Canaan village, presented by O. L. Rand, as a memo- 
rial to his wife and daughter. 

Art. 18 To hear the reports of Agents, Auditors, 
Committees, or offices heretofore chosen, and pass any vote 
relating thereto.
